All traveling doctors, venders of 
medicines, and manipulators are required 
to pay а шоп for a license; but the 
local magnetic physiclan,-Wwho gives no 
medicines, Ís exempt. In hia case the law 
is a dead letter. The board refuses to 
recognize him as a physician, and therefore 
cannot deaf'with him, Any гвісіап can 
demand an exnminatigp. and if he can satis- 
fy the board of hip qualifications, they are 
bound to give him a license,
